The principal duty of every gov¬ 
ernment is to execute or carry out 
The Law of the Land. In its genera! 
sense the law is a collection of rules 
and orders, imposed by some estab¬ 
lished and recognized authority for 
the government of persons living in 
a political society or community. 
The fact that there is a government 
or power behind this law to enforce it, 
and a public opinion that demands its 
enforcement is what really gives the 
law strength. The law which regu¬ 
lates the system of federal union is 
known as the British North America 
Act, a statute passed in 1867 by the

All the methods 
of government which have been brief¬ 
ly described above, monarchial, par¬ 
liamentary, representative, federal, 
and responsible, are secured and reg¬ 
ulated by this elaborate system, of 
law and rulels, which forms the con¬ 
stitution of the Dominion,—in other 
words, a body of principles constitut. 
ed by the proper authorities. Then 
there is the statutory law of the land, 
made up of the numerous statutes or 
acts of the various legislative bodies 
on the many subjects under their re¬ 
spective control. Then there is that 
vast body of rules and usages and 
judicial, decisions which have come to 
us from England and comprise the 
common law of the country, and in 
the Province of Quebec there is the 
law brought from France (see Fourth 
Part). The system of law which we 
possess is consequently very complex 
in its origin and is the result of the 
experiences of many centuries. Both 
England and France have contributed 
the foundations of our system, and 
we have built on that foundation a 
large body of rules admirably adapted 
to the conditions of our country.

EXECUTIVE, LEGISLATIVE, AND 
JUDICIAL POWERS 
The powers of government are di¬ 
vided into what are known as the 
executive, legislative, and judicial de¬ 
partments. The executive power car. 
ries out and administers or executss 
the law of the land. From the gov. 
ernor—general and the ministers of the 
crown who form his government, the 
lieutenant-governors and the mem¬ 
bers of the provincial governments, 
down to the humble constable execut¬ 
ing a writ or order of a court, there 
is a large body of public officers en¬ 
gaged every day in administering or 
executing the law of the land. The 
legislative power makes the law. The 
Imperial Parliament of the United 
Kingdom, the supreme "legislative 
body, the Parliament of Canada and 
the Legislatures of j the several Prov¬ 
inces. The judicial power is vested 
in the judges win' administer justice, 
apply and interpret the law, and in 
certain case$ prescribe punishment

Canadian Cattle 

Favored At Glasgow 

The Glasgow Herald gives a detail¬ 
ed account of the sale of the Alberta 
steers that were sent over by the 
provincial \ government in July. It 
says: “They were a wonderfully good 
lot, taken as a whole. A few were 
over fat and overweight for the time 
of fhe year. They opened the eyes of 
Old Country feeders, especially those 
in Ireland. The heaviest animal in 
the lot weighed 1,760 lbs. He was 
two and a half years old, and Jjrought 
£58 sterling. Converting this into 
Canadian currency and deducting the 
exchange it would mean a return of 
$230.84. Thhe largest total return 
received for any one animal was £63 
sterling for a steer that weighed only 
1610 Tbs, or 150 lbs less than the 
former. In Canadian currency this 
would equal $268.74, or 16%c per lb. 
liveweight, as against 10 1-lOc. per &. 
for the heavier one. The last named 
animal was closely followed by an¬ 
other which weighed 1^40 lbs, and 
brought $247.76 in Canadian currency" 
or 16c per lb.

One Reason Why 
Canadian Railroads 
Hardly Pay Way; 

According to figures given by Sen_ 
ator Casgrain, of Montreal, in a re_ 
cent speech, the number of miles of 
railway in each, Canadian province 
and the number of people per mile. Is 
as followss: — 


The Motherwell Shleid, offered for 
the highest agregate score in the first 
three sections for creamery butter at 
was won by the Edmonton City 
Dairy, of Edmonton, with a score of 
96. the Central Creameries of Cal¬ 
gary coming second with 96.5. Sas- 
came third with 96.4. Alberta came 
first in the provincial competition, 
Manitoba second, Quebec third, and 
Saskatchewan fourth. 


That swweet clover can grow to 
mammoth proportons in Saska.tchew- 
wan, is evident from a sample sent 
in the Regina by one of the field rep¬ 
resentatives of the Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture. The tips, 
bearing fragrant smelling blossoms, 
stood fully nine feet above ground 
level and as a standing crop would 
have afforded excellent browsing for 
A herd of giraffes. The sample came 
from a farmer at Drake, who cut it 
as a forage crop. 


During the hunting season of 1920, 
furs valued at more than $2,000,000 
were sold by Saskatchewan trappers. 
Muskrat peelts brought the heaviest 
revenue, Chief Game Warden f Fred 
Bradshaw reports. Sale of these 
amounted to $1,009,476. They sold at 
$2 a pelt. Coyote skins were the nextj 
heaviest item on the sale list. More 
than 18,000 of these were sold, bring 
ing a .revenue of $294,176. One of the 
surprising features of the statement 
is that which deals with skunk pelts 
It shows that 9,974 of these were sold 
for $5 each, bringing returns to trap 
pers amounting to $49,870. Other ani. 
mals which produced good returns 
for hunters were: Minks, martens, 

beavers, black and silver foxes, wea¬ 
sels, badgers, and wolverines. Mr. 
Bradshaw says: “Th6 most notice¬ 

able spread is that of muskrats, there 
being 380,328 pelts less than were pur¬ 
chased the year before. Beaver are 
iiowi| 500 skins, skiyiks show an in¬ 
crease of 4,000 and weasels display 
a remarkable increase of 35,000. All 
varieties of foxes show a slighth de- 
crdhse, while tl^ remaining kinds of 
fur bearers show only s^ht varia¬ 
tion's from the catch of 1919.

Of the installation of a hot 
water barrel, and a dinner wagon, all 
of them capable of being carpenter¬ 
ed by the Man of the House in his 
hours of ease, at a nominal cost of 
$10.00. The only drawback, we saw 
to the ideas was the lack of those 
hours of ease, in the day of the aver¬ 
age Man of the House , However, 
Mrs Rogers address was brimful of 
good suggestions and her address was 
a notable example of a lot of good 
advice wrapped up so artfully in a 
coating of wit and humour, that we 
swallowed it without feeling the dis¬ 
taste usually felt towards the com¬ 
mon or garden form of good advice 
given gratis. Mrs. Rogers has had a 
wide experience and knows whereof 
she speaks, which makes her always 
a welcome and helpful presence on 
all occasions.

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Alberta Game Laws 

The open season for ducks and 
geese will continue to December 15th 
with a bag of thirty per day or three 
hundred for the season. Sale or pur¬ 
chase is prohibited from, Sept. 20th 
to March 1st. The open season for 
ducks and geese aplies to rails, coots, 
black—bellied plover, golden plover, 
Wilson snipe and yellow-legs. 

Sbpt. 1st also opens the season for 
mountain sheep and goats, which 
continues to the end of October. The 
bag limit is two males of each spe¬ 
cies. 

The open season for grouse, prairie 
chicken and brush partridge is from 
October 15th to November 1st, with 
a limit of ten birds per day or 50 for 
the season. Hungarian partridge 
may be shot through hthe monthh o£, 
October with the same bag limitat¬ 
ions. There is no open season for 
Hungarian pheasants, swans or 
cranes. 

The ‘‘big game" season for deer, 
modse and caribou will open Novem¬ 
ber 1st and close December 15th.

for those who disobey it. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Another word which is sometimes 
used for the executive is the adminis¬ 
tration. The body of men who carry 
on the government is otten called the 
"adminitetration,” since u is their duty 
to see that the duties of their respec. 
tive departments or branches of gov¬ 
ernment are administered or carried 
out in accordance with law. For in¬ 
stance, it is the duty of the minister 
of customs, and the collectors at every 
port of Canada, to administer the law 
passed by parliament for thhe regula¬ 
tion and colection of duties and cus_ 
toms on goods coming into Canada 
from other countries. It is the duty 
of the minister of public works, and 
of the engineers, architects and clerks 
under his control, to look after the 
construction, repairs, and mainten¬ 
ance of public buildings, like post of. 
fices and custom houses, and other. 
Wise administer the affairs of the 
department. It is the duty of the 
commissioner, of crown lands in a 
province to carry out the regulations 
for the sale of public lands and the 
lincensing of “timber limits” and to 
administer all the. functions devolv. 
ing upon his department by law. And 
it is the duty of the warden mayor or 
other head of a municipal council td 
see that the affairs of his municipal- 
With the law governing municipal in¬ 
stitutions. 


the somewhat changed form of par. 
liament (in low Latin parliamentum). 
The House of Commons—that body in 
which political power mainly rests— 
does not at all mean that the great 
mass of the people of England, “the 
commalty” was ever represented 
in the early assemblies. On the con¬ 
trary, the word “common” was re¬ 
stricted in meaning to the knights of 
Shires or counties, and the burgesses 
or citizens of towns or boroughs and 
cities, whose local bodies—called com- 
munitates in legal Latin documents 
because their members had certain 
privileges in common—elected the re. 
presentatives in question. Gradually 
the term “commons" came, to mean 
those classes of the people who were 
not lordfe or peers summoned to the 
upper house, and who could be elected 
to the lower or commons, house. 
Even the sons of the 'peers or lords 
of parliament are commoners—identi. 
Red with the mass of people. In this 
way, there grew up two houses of 
parliament: one consisting of the 

classes or estates called “lords spirit¬ 
ual and temporal,”—peers, archbish¬ 
ops,—and the other, that estate which 
takes in the rest of the people and is 
now caled the Commons of Great Bri¬ 
tain and Ireland. In Canada there has 
never been such distinctions as “es¬ 
tates” or classes. The members of 
the legislative councils of the prov¬ 
inces, and of the senate of the Dom¬ 
inion, the upper houses of our parlia¬ 
ment and legislatures differ from the 
lower only in being appointed for life 
term of four or five years by the peo. 
pie and have no special class privi¬ 
leges. Under the laws that now pre- 
by the governors, representing the 
king, instead of being elected for a 
vail throughout Canada prescribing 
the qualification of voters, rich and 
poor, the employer and the employee, 
all can alike be represented in our 
legislative bodies and so have their 
various interests protected.

PARLIAMENT 


The name of that great legislative 
bodj which has performed so remark¬ 
able a part in the history of England, 
and gives a designation to the prin¬ 
cipal law-making body of Canada, is 
said by one of the highest authorities, 
^Professor Freeman, to be simply a 
Norman French term which goes back 
to the time of William the Conqueror. 
The King is said in an old English 
record or chronicle to have had “very 
deep speech”—parlement—with his 
national or common council (in Latin 
commune concilium,). This deep 
speech, or parlement, in the end gave 
its name to the “assembly,” which 
has, in the course of time, assumed

be well for my reader to bear them 
in mind and to refer to them whilst 
studying this short review of the gov¬ 
ernment institutions of Canada. Oth.
